of specific amino acid sequence from Aequorea coerulescens, wherein said derivatives 
have fluorescent properties, expression cassettes, host cells comprising said DNA 
products and methods of utilizing said DNA products. Claimed DNA sequences are free 
of prior art. Further the prior art fails to suggest such specifically claimed DNA products. 
Hence, said DNA products are also non-obvious. 

Since said DNA products are both novel and non-obvious, host cells and 
expression cassettes comprising said DNA products and methods of utilizing said DNA 
products, as claimed, are also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 1-7, 11, 14, 18, 21, 24-25, 29, 31-32 and 34 are allowed.
